The Estimated Revenue from Customs 
Duties. 

Tho more wo ponder ovor the for- 
midable arrftj of figures sent down to 
the Council lor their approval by tbo 
Governor, tho more wo aro convinced 
that it is uitorly beyond tbo powor ot 
tbopooplo to pay anything near tho 
earn domanuod of iUem. Tboro will 
be a largo deficiency, and to provo 
this to tbo satisfaction ot our readers, 
wo havo only to point them to ono 
item of estimated revenue — that of 
"oustorn", port and harbor dues, " 
which aro set down as likely t<i yiold 
8400,000 for tho fiscal yonr. Tho total 
Vftluo of goods importod to the ruain„ 
land last year, in round numbers, was 
$1,100,000. Tho avorago impost, in- 
eluding tho rate on liquors, tobacco, 
&c., was 20 por cent , and tho rovonuo 
derived from this sourco was thorn- 
foro about $220,000. At least two- 
thirds, in value, of these goods woro 
shipped from this pore, and woro as-> 
sossod at tho Custom-Louso upon their 
Victoria valuo, which was an averago 
ot 25 por cent, upon first cost in 
England or San Francisco. There 
aro in storo at Victoria a sufficiency 
of goods — with tho oxecption of a fow 
loading articles — to supply tho wants 
of the countiy for a twelvemonth. 
"We will suppose, however, that not- 
withstanding tho full stocks and tho 
decreased population, tho valuo of 
goods imported into tho Colony will 
equal that sent to tho mainlaud in 
1866. As Victoria is now, politically, 
a part of tho mainland, goods on 
which duties havo boon once paid and 
shipped henco to Westminster will 
not havo to pay duty a second timo, 
and tho yiold to tbo rovonuo will there- 
fore be upon tho valuo of goods 
entering this port at their last port of 
shipment— London, San Francisco, &c. 
This will roduoo tho §1,100,000 worth 
ot goods 25 por cont., or to £825, 
000, lrom which $175,000 only will 
be raised for Governmental purposes. 
We do not, howovor, intend to allow 
the Govornmont so small a margin for 
revenue as thoso figuros indicato, but 
will givo it tho bonefit of every 
reasonable opportunity that is likely to 
arise to swell tho amount of Customs 
revenue. Now, there aro being collect, 
ed at tho Victoria Custom-houso 
duties amounting in tho aggregate 
to $6500 per month, leviod principally 
on articles from California, Oregon, 
Washington Territory and Sandwich 
Islands. Allowing for an increased 
consumption during tho eummor 
months, wo will placo tho avorago 
customs roceipts upon goods from 
thoso places at $8000 por month, or 
$96,000 for tbo year. Thoro aro on 
the way from England three f.hips, 
viz.: tho Glaramara and tho Princoss 
Eoyal, consigned to tho Hudson Bay 
Company, and tho Aid, consigned to 
Janion, Green & Ilbodcs. Tho Glara- 
mara has on board 400 tone of naval 
stores, which aro admitted dutyfree, 
and aboutSGO tons, consigned tooutaido 
parties, tho English valuo of which is set 
down at $75,000. Tbo Princoss Royal 
will not bring a full cargo, and tho 
English valuo ol goods on board liable 
for duty may thcreloro bo fairly set 
down at $100,000. Tho English value 
of tbo goods on board the Aid will not 
exceed §60,00o. Wo havo, therefore, 
a total valuo of English goods on tho 
way of $235,000. It is believed— but 
in consequcneo ot tho falling off in 
population and tho abolition of the 
ireo port, tho belief is not likely to bo 
realized — that besides tlio, r o on the 
way ttiroo additional vessels will ar- 
rive from England during this year. 
Tho total valuo in England of tbo 
goods on board theso vessels will cer- 
tainly not exeoed tho valuo of thoso 
on the ships now on tho way, and es- 
timating their cargoes at tho samo 
valuo wo havo a total of $470,000 
worth of English goods importod into 
tho Colony boforo tbo first of January, 
1868. "Wo havo previously stated 
that tho averago duty on goods im- 
ported into British Columbia is 20 per 
cent., which will only givo tho Gov- 
ernment a revenue of $9-1,000 from 
English merchandise. It is said, how- 
ever, to bo the intention of Governr- 
mont to introduce u bill levying duties 
upon tho valuo of goods at tho placo 
of import instead of upon thoir valuo 
at tho placo of export. This courso 
would swell, for CuBtoms purposes, 
tho valuo of English goods about 25 
por cont. — or from $470,000 to $587,'» 
500, which amount, at 20 por cont., 
would incroaso tbo revenue from Eng. 
HbI) goods to $117,500. This amount, 
added to the $00,000 expected to bo 
raised upon goods from udjacont 
foreign ports, will givo us a total Ousn 
toms rovonuo of $218,500) To ithis 
Bum must bo added port and harbor 
dues, which will «<jt <,.v v<od, wo tbCfjUi 



1st of Juno under tho brilliant Double 
Duties' Act of Mr Creaso : and wo havo 
a total rovonuo of $233,500 for Cus- 
toms duos, or a deficit of 8100,500 
upon tho cstimatod rovonuo from thoBo 
sources.

Entitled An Ordinance to osFitnilato 

general application ol English Law. 

Wuurbas, it is expedient to assimilate the 
Law establishing thc^dato of tha application 
d( English Law to al! part of tho Colony of 
British Colombia?! 

Be it ei BCtcd by the Governor of British 
Columbia, with nha advice and consent of 
the Legislative Council thereof, as follows ; 

\. " The PtomanriBtioo having the force of 
Law lo declare that English Law is in force 
i,i British Columbia," ol the l!)ih day of 
November, 1 838, is hereby repealed. Pro- 
vided however that such repeal shall not 
ulfeot ally rights acquired, or liabilities io- 
curred or existing before such appeal. But 
such rights and liabilities Civil uud Crimin- 
al, and all remedies and punishments for 
eiilorcir'ig or punishing tho same respectively 
shall still, notwithstanding such repeal, be 
capable of enforcement and imposition, but 
not lurther or otherwise, as if this Ordinunce 
hud not been passed. 

II. From and alter tha passing of this 
Ordinance tl e Civil and Criminal Laws of 
England as the same existed on the 19ih 
day of November. !S5b!, ::'.!d so fur as the 
samo aro not from local circumstances 
inapplicable, are and shall bo in foreo in all 
parts ol the Colony of British Columbia. 
Provided however that in applying ibis 
Ordinance to that part of the Colony previ- 
ous to tho Union known as British Colum- 
bia, the said Civil and Criminal Laws as the 
same existed at the date aforesaid, shall be 
held to be modified and altered by all past 
legislations (ol the said Colony of lintish 
Columbia, belore Iho Union and of the 
Colony ol British Columbia since the Uoinn) 
affecting the said Colony of British Columbia 
as it existed beloro the Union. 

Provided also that in applying this Ordi- 
nance to that part of the Colony heretofore 
known us the Colony of Vancouver Island 
arid its Dependencies, the said Civil and 
Criminal Laws as the same so existed at the 
date alornsai'i, shall be held to be modified 
and altered by the past Legislation of the 
«uid Colony ol Vancouver Isldu I, and of tho 
whole Colony ol British Columbia since the 
Union affecting Ihe former Colony of Vancou- 
ver 1-ilatid and its Dependencies.

The Assizes. 

(Before Chief Justice Kkkdiux.) 

Tuesday, Feb. 19, 18G7. 
The Ohiaf Justice took bis seat nt ton 
o'clock precisely. 

WILfUL MUIIDER. 

Cbarloy, a Hydah Indian, was arraigned 
for tho wilful murder of anothor Indian on 
Cormorant street some two mnntbs ago, by 
striking liim ou tho bend ^-itli a gun-Block, 
fracturing bis skull. Tbe Attorney General 
appeared to prosecute, and Mr lting, io» 
Btrueted by Mr Copland, appeared lor the 
defence. Several Indian witnesses wero ex- 
amined through Rev Mr Garrett, acting t>« 
interpreter. 

Tho evidence pointed directly to the 
prisoner as the guilty p arty — one witness 
(Indian] testifying that he peeped through a 
cruck of the house in whioh the deed was 
done, and saw tbe prisoner straugle tho de- 
ceased with a handkerchief and then bent 
him on the head with a musket. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty of wil- 
ful murder, with a recommendation to mercy. 
The priaouer was remanded for sentence. 

ARSON. 

Wm. Wbinis pleaded not guilty to on in- 
dictment for arson, in having set fire to arid 
destroyed a barn belonging tu Wm Harrison, 
on Salt Spring Island. The Solicitor General 
prosecuted and Mr King defended. A ver- 
dict of guilty was returned and tho prisoner 
sentenced to twelve months' imprisonment 
with hard labourr- 

Tbo Court adjourned until Wednasday at 
10 a. m, 

Smeluno fop. Stolen Money. — On Mon- 
day afternoon, some 200 Songish (Flathead) 
Indians, led by one of their tribe — u noted 
medicine man, named ' Squash ' — started on 
a hunt for Mrs Coppern'au's 5-1,000, which 
Squash declared was buried somewhere be- 
tween Fox's brick yard, and Mr Finlayson's 
residence. Several whites — inspired with a 
deBiro to divide tbe reward — joined in lie 
search and followed the seer through bush 
and bramble, aud seas of mud, until be 
made a bait at a posLboIe, into which he 
throat his nose, and, after drawing four r r 
five breaths, declared that tho money bad 
been buried ibere, but that it had been re- 
cently remo7ed. Tho fellow then look a 
zigzag courso for Mr Finlayson's mil', stop- 
piog occasionally to snuff, until he suddenly 
prostrated himself in a puddlo of mud, into 
which ho commenced to dig with his hands, 
snuffing liko a dog, and howling like a de- 
mon the meanwhilo. Tbe digging was 
aided by the hands of the avaricious whites — 
a shovel not being considered orthodox — and 
after a depth of three or four feet had been 
obtained and nothing found, tho medicine 
man professed to have a fresh revelation, and, 
followed by his savage friends, started at lull 
speed across tho lots for the village, leaving 
tho mud-bespattered Christians to return to 
town highly disgusted with tho manner 
in which they had been humbugged. We 
saw 'Squash' yesterday morning, Ho was 
qaito lame; ho :aid that tho presence of the 
white men destroyed tbe eeent, and that be 
cut his foot on a broken bottle, which ac- 
counted for bis sudden abandonment of tho 

ECarch. _____ 

Lecture on the Catacombs of Rome. — 
The Venerable Archdeacon Gdson last eve- 
ning delivered, at the Collegiate School, an 
essay on the famous catacombs, or cavernous 
vaults, which underlie the cily <f Rome, for 
the benefit of the Female Infirmary. The 
lecture was not so well attended as the subject 
and iho ability of the rev gentleman de- 
served, owing, no doubt, to the unfavorable 
state of tbe weather. Tho Archdeacon said 
that according to some writers the vaults ex- 
tended cq'.ial to a length of 'JOO miles ; 
another authority gave it as his opinion that 
the bones of seveu millions of people were 
contained in tho sepulchral recesses. Tbe 
skeletons were deposited in niches cut out ol 
tho rock, which is of a soft nature, in oitlier 
side of the numerous subterranean passages 
which cross and recross each other in every 
direction. The remains are Ibose of the 
primitive Christians aud martyrs of early 
ages, who fled thither to esoape persecution 
and also to worship therein. The subject was 
illustrated with charts, being copies of iii- 
Boriplioos and figures, lew ol which are now 
to bo found in tho calapftmbs, ihey having 
been removed from time to time to enrich 
tho various museums and scieDtiDc collec- 
tions throughout Europe, The lecture was 
interesting and instructive, ,.i.ci a vote of 
thanks was cordially voted by those present. 

A Mixed Population — Washington is said 
to contain 85,001) people, besides Members ol 
Congress. Thuro about 25,000 resident 
whites, mostly of Soutoara birtlt ; 25,000 
Government officers aud employees ; and 
about 35,000 of the eons and daughters of 
Ham'. Unfortunately, botween iho two 
whito classes thero is not that perfect free- 
dom of social intercourse which generally 
loads to and establishes friendly relations, 
Tho Southrons will remain sore. Tho wo inds 
of civil strife nro only partly cicatrized, not 
healed. For such wounds, time and con- 
tact, prompted by interest, wiil afford tho 
nettling outuplasm.
